LOCAL AGENCIES 10 
SHARE IN FUNDS 


Meeting this afternoon the ex- 
ecutive committee of the Upland 
War Chest and Welfare Fund 
went over final plans for the drive 
which starts here next Monday.

Character - building agencies 
in Upland, participating in the 
fund include the Girl Scouts and 
Boy Scouts—organizations which 
assume special significance in 
war time. The local appeal also 
provides aid for the’ valuable Sick 
Baby Fund at the San Antonio 
Community hospital, and for gen- 
eral welfare work administered 
by the Junior Welfare league. 


Seventeen war agencies are 
combined into one drive, and in- 
clude USO, services to Merchant 
Marine, prisoners of war, Russian 
War Relief, United China Relief, 
British War Relief Society, Greek 
War Relief Association, Polish 
War Relief, French Relief Fund. 
United Yugoslav Relief Fund, 
Belgian War Relief Society, Unit- 
ed Czechoslovak Relief Fund, 
Queen Wilhelmina Fund, Nor- 
wegian Relief Fund, Friends of 
Luxembourg, Refugee Relief 
Trustees, and the U. S. Committee 
for the Care of European Children.

When word was flashed 
that Jap planes were headed for 
a battle, the soldiers rushed to 
their foxholes—to miss the Jap 
bombs and for protection against 
the dropping of the anti-air- 
craft shrapnel. At one particular 
time there was no anti-aircraft 
firing, but instead the P-38’s had 
gone high in the sky and at the 
right moment zoomed down on 
the approaching Jap planes in a 
Surprise defensive attack.
